The Farmers’ Conveartion. 


The famous—perhape we should say 
_ the notorious—Conyention of Farmers 
which assethbied last August to turn 
trade topsy-tervy, regulate (enhance). 
prices of produce, and establish that 
myth “a gold basis” met again last week 
‘pursuant to adjournment. We have 
waited very patiently for an official an- 
nouncenient of the result of the delib- 
erations of the conclare, but beyond a 
brief paragraph our longings have not 
been gratified. 

It is apparent, however, that the old 
scale of prices adopted in August did 
not in all cares operate to suit the lead- 
ers. Hence, important modfications were 
made. Itis g source of regret to the 
real well-wishers of the mass of the pee- 
ple, that no reduction was made in the 
price of flour—the great staple which 
every man must haye to support himself 
and family. Twelve dollarsin gold— 
which simply means any price that the 
holder choages to ask in the currency of 
the eountry—was adhered to, and we 
suppose during the long winter before 
us the poor can hope for no relief. It is 
announced, however, that barley was re- 
duced to $2 00; oats to $1 50, and po- 
tatoes to $1 50 in gold, being a very 
considerable reduction on fhe prices 
named at the first sitting of the Conren- 
tien in August last. It may fairly be 
claimed that the law of supply and de- 
mand enforced this reduction. It was 
found that the officers of Government, 
, rather than pay the exorbitant rates at 
first established, were ready and willing 
to herd their animals as they did last 


Winter. Inconvenient as this course } 


weuld be. it was discovered to be entirely 
practicable, and certainly imminent. 
What provision the Overland Mail and 
Stage Companies were preparing to 
make we know not, though it was sug- 
gested that they would draw their forage 
from other sources outside of Utah. The 
oat and barley crops, like that of wheat. 
this year, we are told, are immense. The 
Convention therefore, from whatever 
motive, bas acted wisely in reducing the 
prices of the former articles. That it 
did not act likewise in the case of wheat 
and flour is to be regretted by the thon- 
sands who do not raise their own pro- 
duce. 

From the first we opposed the whole 
echome on just grounds, and not as a 
matter of personal or official interest. 
The Government bas been forced to 
transport bitber at large cost, an im 
mense deal of flour for the use of the 
troops; and to that extent has a market 
been withdrawn from the people for 
their large surplus of wheat. The effect 
of this policy, enforced by the action of 
the Convention, bas prevented the ex- 
penditure by Government in Utah of 
not less than $120,000 for this onearticle 
alope. This large sum might just as 
well have gone into the pockets of the 
farmers of this Territory, -to enliven 
trade, remunerate labor. and enrich the 
people, as to be expended as it bas been 
on the bank« of the Missonri river. If 
the leaders insist by their action, that all 
the supplies for the troops sent here for 
the protection of the people shall be 
drawn from other States instead of en- 
couraging and aiding their own people, 
they alone are to blame. To accomplish 
this, they bave only to adhere to their 
past policy—by means of monopolist 
Conventions, end Charch edicts. It is

News from the Army of the Poto- 
mac 


New York, Sunday 9th. 

The Herald’s army of the Potomac 
correspondent of Oct. 7th says, refngees 
and deserters are continually coming in. 
The 10th corps correspondent says, that 
the movement of the rebels against the 
right flank was known at Head Quar- 
ters as soon as they left the streets of 
Richmond. Late rebel papers say that 
the Union lines now enclose many resi- 
dences never before within hostile lines, 
and all detailed for civil and other ser- 
vices have been revoked. Every man, 
old and young. capable of bearing arms 
are being dragged into the ranks. 

The Kraminer of the 6th, says, the 

enemy’s position below Richmond is 

about eleven and a half miles from the 
corporation limits, and one and a half 
miles from our lines. 

Correspondence from Sheridan’s army 
isdown tothe 7th. The Rebels ad- 
vanced against our cavalry at Bridge 
port and Waynsboro on the 2nd. gaining 
little advantage, but on a counter 
charge we drove them back. They also 
attacked our pickets near Mount Craw- 
ford but were promptly repulsed. 
Powell’s cavalry division were sent to 
occupy Luray Valley to anticipate the 
rebel flank movement.

The assanit 
on this part of the line was so desperate 
that the line was forced back some dis 
tance, but gained the ground afterwards 
with heavy loss to the enemy. This end- 
ed the fight, although picket skirmish ing 
continued all day. Our loss was consid- 
erable, as some of our cavalry were 
completely surrounded. The enemy's 
loss was severe. We took about 700 pris 
oners, mostly belonging to Longstreet's 
command. Some of them present the 
appearance of lately being called inte 
service. 
From South-West Virginia” _ 
Cincinnati, Oct. 9h. 

Gen. Burtridge, with a force of about 
2.500 mounted infantry, attacked Salt 
ville, in south-west Virginia, where ex- 
tensive salt works were located a few 
days since.

The 
enemy having driven the cavalry before 
them, now ceased the pursuit and turn- 
ed toward the unprotected flank of the 
10th corps. which waa held by the invin- 
cible old Ist, or Terry’s division. The 
enemy, fiusted with easily gained victo- 
ry, moved towards this little band with 
all confidence of victory. The brunt of 
his attack was dircted towards Abbott’s 
2nd brigade. He might better bave cho- 
sn almost any other front, for half of 
these troops being armed with repeating 
rifles, mude hasty records on the rebel 
ranks. Moving towards them steadily. 
he exbibited a determination to force 
their position at any cost, but the uner- 
ring violence of the fire from our troops 
more than equalized the game. Onward 
they pushed and more dense grew our 
fire; still they advanced within about 
one hundred paces of onr crushing death- 
dealers. when signs of weakness began 
to manifest itsel! in their ranks. They 
found that to advance and face that fire 
was simply marching to death. In short. 
there was nothing for them to do but 
slink away as best they conld. Not sat- 
isivd with the punishment be inflicted 
Terry at once prepared to follow up the 
advantage. As our lines approached 
the enemy it became evident he was 
Richmond-bound, although hopes ot 
overtuking him were fraitiess. still our 
alvance pressed on until darkness inter- 
fered. Then. jast as Pond's brigade had 
reached withio « balf mile of Darbytown 
road, an order was issued to return witb- 
in our defenses. 

In the advance we picked up quite a 
number of stragglers—-men who waited 
bebind to desert.

Gen. Lee comman- 
ded in person. He had evidently deter- 
mined to make a heavy impression. Our 
loss in men bas been very small, but the 
enemy suffered horribly. Their prison- 
ers report General Gregg as among the 
killed. They brought two divisions into 
action—-one under Gen. Field, and one 
provisional division nnder Hake.
